Last yenr the women and children 
who were admitted to the Po Leung 
Kuk was greater than in any past 
year. We undertook in every way to 
better the sanitary conditions of the 
Kuk. The standard of: dictary has 
been Improved, and greater precou- 
tion have been taken sto prevent the 
dissemination of discase and to cure 
those who are suffering on admission. 
A great deal hus been done to intro- 
duce sports and physical exercise. 

Last year the total admittance was 
614. The total number who left the 
Kul last year was 589, nnd at the 
end of the year there was still 225 
remaining. 

During the year we received dona- 
tions of various articles from Indivi+ 
dunls and organisations. Under the 
exceptional circumstances of the 
year government came to our rescue 
with an additional grant of $100,000, 
We are most grateful to Hon. Mr. M. 
K, Lo, Mr. Li You-echuen,-Mr. Au 
Lim-chuen and Mr. Tam Woon-tonz, 
who formed a sub-committee to audit 
our expenditure,

Mr. Chan Kam-po, sald.—All cases 
sent to us were handled with justice 
by the Committtee.

In cases of disputes where medin- 
tlon was necessary, we did our best 
to bring to reason the parties con- 
cerned, and in the case of helpless 
women and girls, we did what we 
could to get everyone of them a 
home, All the young women who 
were detained at the Kuk, besides 
‘being given“ educition ind trained in 
various kinds of industrin! under- 
takings, hid been taught to cook 
und to do laundry work, 


Increase of Inmates . 


In former years the number of 
women and children kept at the Kuk 
never exceed 100 on any day, After 
we assumed office the average num- 
ber of Inmates per day Increased to 
round about 200, the highest record 
being 250. Consequently upkeep 
expenses became heavy and manage- 
ment required greater care. ‘Regard- 
ing the latter, hygiene was considered 
a matter of first Importance. We 
therefore had the whole building 
lime-washed and re-painted. Enarth- 
enware: basins and other articles 
were udded to the dispensary, 
improvements were made ‘to the 
windows, inmates’ clothes were 
cleansed every duy, beddings Were 
frequently sent to the Sanitary 
Department to be disinfected, ench 
inmate was given two small and-two 
bath towels, a new admission room 
was added in which new comers 
were accommodated until they had 
been examined after which” they 
were elther Isolated if Infected or 
allowed to be mixed with others If 
{ree of discuse, and separate Isolation 
rooms were provided for housing 
prostitutes infected with vencrenl 
discnse and for women and children 
who had skin or eye trouble, 
Arrangements were also mode foro 
separate school room and drill 
ground for the use of those with skin 
or cye diseases, - 

Some of the above measures were 
suggested by Dr. (Mrs.) Dovey, and 
the steps we took were primarily. for 
preventing Infectious discases ond for 
promoting health, - . 


Increased ‘Expenditure 


With regard to the Kuk's expendi- 
ture, the sanitary measures taken 
cost no small sum. Further with 
the nverage number of inmates of 
the Kutt more than doubled, the 
monthly expenses on firewood, rice, 
fish, vogetables and other things 
were greatly Jncreased. During our 
term of oMce, four more maid acr- 
and 04 iron 
beds were added complete with mats, 
blankets and bed clothes, but in spite 
of thle the shortage of beda fs still 
elt. : 

Two new rooms were added for 
confining women and girls os o 
disciplinary ‘measure, and oa ‘new 
room was built for storing coal-and 
firewood. Medical suppiles for the 
dispensary, travelling - expenses, 
water: charges - and other ‘expenses 
cost more than double the amount of

European nations can at this present 
time be directly traced back to actual 
wars, The reason for this fear lies 
simply and solely in the unbridled 
-agitation on the part of the press, an 
agitation o8 mendaccous as It is dase, 
in the circulation of wild pamphicts 
about the heads of foreign States, 
and jin the artificial spreading of 
panic, which in the end go so far 
that Intervention .from other plancts 
‘| are believed possible und 
scenes of desperate slarms., 

"T believe that os soon as the re- 
sponsible Governments impose on 
themselves and their journallstic or- 
Hans the necessary restraint and 
truthfulness as regards the relations 
of the various countries to one an- 
other, and: particularly as regards the 
internal happenings in other coun- 
tries, the fear of war will disappear 
at once and the tranquillity we all 
desire so much will be possible. - 

“In his telegram President Roosc- 
velt expresses the belief that every 
major war, even if confined to other 
continents, must have serious con- 
sequences while it lasts and also for 
xencratlons to come. No one knows 
thls better ‘than the German people! 
But 1 do not believe that every con- 
fiict must have disastrous conse- 
quences for the whole globe provid- 
ed the whole world {s not systema- 
ically drawn in to such conflicts by 
means of ‘a network of nebulous pact 
obligations.” aes 

Turning’ to President -Roosevelt’s 
statement that he had made a for- 
mer appeal to Hitler, the Fuehrer 
sald that he, too, had always been an 
exponent of International settlement 
without recourse to arms, 

As far os the fear of Germany wus 
concerned, the Fuchrer said that he 
knew nothing of the threats to other 
nations mentioned by President 
Roosevelt, although — the .democratic 
newspapers publish lying reports of 
such threats dally. Tor 20 years he 
had himself been on exponent of 
President Roosevelt's conviction, that 
in the case of war the victorious, the 
vanquished and the neutral nations 
would all suffer. President Roose- 
velt sald Herr Hitler believes that it 
lies with the leaders of the great na- 
tlons to preserve thelr peoples from 
impending disaster. .

torleal error, In 1918 these nations 
were separated from the communities 
and made into independent States 
against thelr will. 

Mr. Roosevelt's reference to re- 
ports of further acts of aggression 
which were allegedly contemplated 
against other independent tates, 
were characterised as_ an unfounded 
insinustion against the tranquillity 
and peace of the world. Mr, Roosce- 
velit was  choilenged to name the 
States and the aggressor. 

The statement that the world was 
moving towards war unless a rational 
way of guiding the events is found, 
was answered by the declaration that 
Germany has an abhorrence of war 
and warmonrers. Regarding Mr. 
Roosevelt's assertion that no govern- 
ing power has the right to inflict war 
on its own or other people other than 
in self-defence, the Fuchrer declared 
that every nation claims this motiva- 
tlon for reason of home-defence.

Hie nsked whethes' President Roose- 
velt seriously belleved that peace 
would be furthered if he (Hitler) 
made a public statement on the 
present policy of the German Gov- 
ernment.

Sccking Peace 

Puehrer concluded’ by ‘saying he 
belleved his way was one wherein “I 
can be of most service to that wherein 
we are all concerned, namely the 
well-beinss and progress and peace 
of the human community. I have 
never left any doubt it is scarcely 
possible in Europe to live in har- 
monlous boundaries which be 
everywise satisfactory. 

“Where the interests of European 
peace are Involved national necessity 
should be relegated to second place 
in certain cases.

The Speech 
OMEWHAT ironically, Herr 


Hitler analysed — President 
Roosevelt's peace plea point by 


point, in the form of a question |. 


which he asked his Reichstag 
audience and an answer which he 
delivered himself. 

He spoke for 145 minutes, fifty 
minutes of which were devoted to 
President Roosevelt in no compli- 
mentary terms, and none of which 
was devoted to that one positive 
word of assurance—the word 
“yea”—requested by the Americay 
‘President, 

It. was an incredible mixture of 
demagogic nonsense of the type 
we have come to expect of the 
German Fuehrer. The facts that 
do emerge are that the Anglo- 
German naval agreement has been 
abrogated, the Polish-German ten- 
your! aggression pact has been 


annulled,--the- threat ~ has-~ibeen |-~ 


uttered that Danzig must and will 
return to the Great Reich, Ger- 
many will refuse to sit down at 
any conference table, and Hitler 
will conclude non-aggression pacts 
only with those neighbours who 
“submit their propositions.” 

There is little that is encourage 
ing, much that is ominous in the 
speech. His references to Danzig 
und a strip through the Polish 
corridor along which Germany 
will enjoy complete extra-terri- 
torial rights is reminiscent of the 
presentation of a debit note at 
the bottom of which is the warn- 
ing to the effect that accounts will 
be due on such-and-such a date 
and a settlement would oblige. 

Much of the speech as brond- 
cast was for internal consumption, 
Noteworthy was the fact that 
Hitler’s greatest applause—and he 
was applauded by his hand-picked 
audience in the Reichstay freely 
and fully—was at the passages 
where he mentioned: pence. ‘The 
longest period of silence was when 
he mentioned England.

about 20 and myself, 

Entcring Germany o fortnight 
before, 1 made the mistake of 
speaking fluent German to a cus- 
toms official, and as a result he 
searched my baggage from top to 
bottom, believing I was German. 

So, on the return journey, I 
decided to be English. Stupidiy 
English, if necessary, But I heard 
and understood all the comments 
of my {cllow travellers about me 
and about affalrs in general 
though they did not know it;-"~ 

At Berlin I was seen off by an 
English friend. My companions 
heard us speaking English. Show- 


ing the curlosity all Germans have 
about foreigners they, gazed at me 
as I settled down to read in my 
corner. I felt {t would not be long 
before one or the other tricd to 
talk to me. 

The commercial traveller 
started. Speaking very slowly and 
deliberately, he said in German, | 
“Is this the first time you have 
been In Germany? How do you 
Mke us Germans?” 

DID my stupid act, 

] stared at him, appeared 

to be thinking hard, 

and haltingly—in broken German 
gave the non-committal answer: 

“J think Germany is a beautiful 
country.” 

Immedately one of the 
uniformed Nazis chimed in: 
“What do they think in England 
about Czecho-Slovakia?" Later 
it turned out he came from Sude- 
tenland. I said it was too dificult 
for me to explain, but asked what 
he thought. “Wo are all very 
happy about It,” was the reply.
